BRITISH INDIA 


TRADE BALANCE AND IMPORTS IN 
JUNE QUARTER 


India’s visible balance of trade in merchandise and 
treasure during the three months April-June, 1933, 
1932 and 1931, is shown in the following table, which 
is provided in a *Survey of the Import Trade of India 
prepared by H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in India. 
The figures are arrived at by combining the balances 
of transactions in (1) private merchandise and (2) 
treasure (private account). The balance of remittances 
of funds is also shown with details at the end of this 
table. In these balances the sign plus (+) indicates 
net export and minus (—) net import.

During the three months ended June, 1933, the value 
of imports of merchandise decreased, as compared 
with the corresponding period of 1932, by 9 crores, or 
24 per cent., amounting to 28 crores, and total exports, 
including re-exports, rose by Rs. 4 crores, or 14 per 
cent., to Rs. 84 crores. The exports of Indian mer- 
chandise showed an increase of Rs. 4 crores, or 14 per 
cent., but re-exports remained near about the same 
level as in the preceding year, viz., Rs. 74 lakhs. The 
grand total of imports, exports and re-exports was 
Rs. 62 crores, as against Rs. 67 crores, a decrease of 
is.

The adverse balance in merchandise of nearly Rs. 7 
crores in the first three months of 1932-33 was, thanks 
to materially increased shipments of raw jute and jute 
products, raw cotton and oilseeds, changed to a favour- 
able balance of trade in merchandise of over Rs. 6 
crores in the period under review. In addition, exports 
of gold amounted to just over Rs. 15 crores, resulting 
in a total visible balance of trade in favour of India of 
4g. 21-32 crores.

Although total imports were reduced from Rs. 37 to 
Rs. 28 crores and the United Kingdom’s share from 
4s. 13°08 to Rs. 11°82 crores, the percentage of the 
reduced trade obtained by the United Kingdom rose 
from 35°2 to 42. For the first time the advantageous 
effect of the preferential rates of duty now enjoyed by 
United Kingdom goods is apparent. In nearly every 
item in which there is a preference, the United King- 
dom improved her percentage of the trade and in most 
cases United Kingdom shipments actually increased, 
although total shipments were reduced. This is most 
noticeable in the following headings :—

In many other items arrivals from the United King- 
dom were only slightly less, while imports from com- 
peting countries showed material reductions. The 
figures for the quarter clearly show that the Ottawa pre- 
ferences, coupled, of course, in some cases with an 
exchange advantage, are resulting in a gradual dis- 
placement of Continental and American goods by the 
United Kingdom product. On the other hand, competi- 
tion from Japan is becoming increasingly severe in a 
steadily widening range of articles. The disparity 
between United Kingdom and Japanese prices is usually 
so wide that a 10 per cent. margin of preference is 
ent irely inadequate.

There was an all-round reduction in imports from 
Germany, most marked in competitive items such as 
hardware, yellow metal and copper sheets, instruments 
and apparatus, etc. Arrivals from Belgium of most 
items of iron and steel, e.g., galvanised sheets, bars, 
structural steelwork, etc., were materially reduced. 
In the case of Italy the falling-off was mostly in fancy 
cotton piece-goods, woollen goods, etc. 

[It will be remarked that arrivals from Japan fell only 
from Rs. 4°88 crores to Rs. 4°37 crores and her relative 
share actually rose from 13°1 to 15°5 per cent. Arrivals 
of Japanese unbleached piece-goods were lower in 
value, although, in the case of bleached goods, there 
was an increase of nearly 700,000 yards. In all other

items Japan more or less maintained her position, and 
in certain cases, e.g., hardware, non-ferrous metals, 
glassware, apparel, woollen piece-goods, etc., her share 
was greater. 

The falling-off in the case of the United States is 
remarkable. Imports of American raw cotton fell from 
Rs. 2,90 lakhs to Rs. 25 lakhs, kerosene oil from Rs. 144 
lakhs to Rs. 24 lakhs, machinery from Rs. 18 lakhs 
to Rs. 14 lakhs, and electrical instruments from Rs. 7 
lakhs to Rs. 5 lakhs. The depreciation of the dollar 
towards the end of the quarter enabled American rupee 
prices to be lowered to a more competitive level, but 
this has since been largely neutralised by the increased 
costs of production in the United States as a result of 
the inflation policy of the American Government.

The Survey gives an extensive review of the import

The average receipts of the Post Office in Great 
Britain from postal traffic per working day for each 
month from January, 1952, to August, 1933, are shown 
below. Telegraph and Telephone receipts, Savings 
Bank and Money and Postal Order business are ex- 
cluded. The value of postage stamps used for receipt 
stamp and other revenue duties is included. The 
figures are an approximately correct index of the 
movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled, expressed in terms of postage.

AUSTRALIAN TARIFF BOARD ENQUIRIES 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia 
reports by telegram that the Minister of Trade and 
Customs in the Commonwealth has referred to the 
Tariff Board an application for the removal of the 
following appliances (as described in Tariff Decision 
No. 32/392) from Item 434 of the Australian Tariff :— 

Appliances for use with radio sets installed in 
motor cars for converting current from the car 
battery to current suitable for the plate supply of 
the valves of the radio set. 

Under Item 434 the existing rates of duty are as 
follows :— 


British Preferential Tariff—5 per cent. ad 
valorem. 


General Tariff—20 per cent. ad valorem. 


Presumably such alteration would involve a sub- 
stantial increase in the rate of duty.

‘he Minister has also referred to the Tariff Board 
a proposal to cancel the by-law under Tariff Item 404 
(which provides for free-duty entry under the British 
Preferential Tariff) covering iron and steel plates and 
sheets of gauges 8 and 9 over 48 inches wide or 24 
square feet, and of gauge 10 over 30 square feet, and 
of ship and boiler quality for use in manufacture and 
repair of vessels, and of ship quality for use in manu- 
facture of locomotives, and of boiler quality for use in 
manufacture or repair of locomotives. 


It is also learnt from the Senior Trade Commissioner 
that applications have been referred to the Tariff 
Board for the removal from by-law of boiler meters; 
steam, air and water flow meters; flue meters or other 
temperature meters; mercury tank gauges (a) for con- 
trolling gas pressure and (b) for measuring fluids. 


The whole of the foregoing information has been 
received by telegram, and is therefore subject to con- 
firmation. Any United Kingdom interest desirous of

NEW ZEALAND TARIFF COMMISSION 


DATE OF REPORT: APPLICATIONS FOR 
INCREASED DUTIES 


With reference to previous notices which have 
appeared in the “* B.T.J.’’ regarding the New Zealand 
Tariff Commission, and particularly that in the issue 
of June 22 (pages 947-8) in which it was stated that the 
Commission is to report on or before September 80, 
it is now notified that, according to a telegram just 
received from H.M. Trade Commissioner in Welling- 
ton, the date on which the Commission is to report has 
been extended to January 31, 1934, and that evidence 
will be considered up to, but not beyond, the end of 
October. 


In order, that any representations in respect of the 
New Zealand Customs Tariff may be duly considered, 
it will be obvious that cases now in course of prepara- 
tion by United Kingdom interests should be dispatched 
at the earliest possible date. The latest available mail 
is that via Vancouver to be made up in London at 
2 a.m. on September 30 and due to reach New Zealand 
on October 30, on the eve of the close of the Tariff 
Commissioner’s investigations: letters transmitted by 
this mail should bear the words ‘‘ via Vancouver.”’

WEATHER AND CROPS 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics

RAINFALL AND MONSOON 


Calcutta, September 17.—Rainfall has been nearly general 
in Malabar on seven days; in Lower Burma and North 
Hyderabad on six; in Konkan on five; in Orissa on four; 
in West-Central India and the West-Central Provinces on 
three; on the North Madras coast and in Gujerat on two; 
and in the Bombay Deccan and Rajputana on one day. 

The monsoon has been active in the Peninsula. 


Crop CoNDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Bihar and Orissa, September 11.—There has been heavy 
rain in Cuttack and parts of Gaya and Monghyr. Standing 
crops are in good condition; sugarcane and jute are doing 
well. 


Punjab, September 11.—Rain has fallen everywhere 
except in Lyallpur, the maximum being 2-85 inches and the 
minimum 0-04 inch. The condition of standing crops is 
average to good, but they have been damaged by excessive 
rain in most districts. Insects have damaged sugarcane in 
Rohtak and Gurgaon.

FRANCE 


DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE, JANUARY—JULY 


(From the British Embassy) 
Paris. 

The returns of French foreign trade with individual coun- 
tries, as summarised in the daily press, show that in the 
first seven months of 1933 imports from Great Britain 
amounted to 1,350 million francs, as against 1,458 million 
frs. in the corresponding period of 1932, a decrease of 108 
million frs., or 7 per cent. There was a rise in imports from 
China, Egypt, Estonia, Finland, Greece, Italy, Latvia, 
Lithuania, Portugal, the Soviet Union, Spain, Sweden and 
the United States, but a fall in those from all other foreign 
countries separately classified in the returns. 

The value of French exports to Great Britain in the 
period under review amounted to 926 million frs., as against 
1,243 million frs., a decrease of 317 million frs., or 26 per 
cent. There was a rise in exports to Argentina, Brazil, 
China, Czechoslovakia, Egypt, Estonia, Hungary, Japan, 
Portugal, and the Soviet Union, but a fall in those to all 
other foreign countries separately classified. 

The value of French imports from foreign countries during 
the first seven months of the year was 13,332 million frs., 
as against 14,307 million frs. in January-July, 1932, a de- 
crease of 975 million frs., or 7 per cent. ; that of exports was 
7,042 million frs., as against 8,060 million frs., a decrease 
of 1,018 million frs., or 13 per cent. 

As regards the colonies and protectorates, the value of 
imports into France amounted to 3,994 million frs., as com- 
pared with 3,311 million frs., an increase of 683 million frs., 
or 21 per cent., and that of exports to 3,406 million frs., 
as against 3,447 million frs., a decrease of 41 million frs., or 
1-2 per cent. 

French trade with foreign countries consequently showed 
an unfavourable balance of 6,290 million frs. in the first 
seven months of 1933, as against one of 6,247 million frs. in 
the same months of 1932. The visible trade of France with 
her colonies and protectorates showed an unfavourable 
balance of 588 million frs., as against a favourable balance 
of 136 million frs. a year earlier.

The trade deficit at the end of July thus stood at 863-1 
million lire, as compared with 1,359-1 million lire at the 
corresponding date of 1932. 

That the decline in the value of exports is due to lower 
commodity prices is shown by the fact that while their value 
fell by 339-9 million lire in the first half of 1933 as compared 
with the corresponding period of 1932, the volume actually 
increased for all categories of goods except ‘‘ wood and 
materials for plaiting, carving and inlaying ’’ and ‘‘ sundry 
goods,’’ the total volume exceeding by 312,998 metric tons 
that exported in the first half of 1932. For imports the 
shrinkage applied both to value (— 808 million lire) and 
volume (— 398,597 metric tons). Wheat imports in July 
fell to 6,434 metric tons, as against 50,929 in July, 1932, 
maize imports to 10,818 metric tons, against 84,472.

TURKEY—AUSTRIA 
TRADE AGREEMENT 


H.M. Representative at Angora reports that a Trade 
Agreement based on a balance of exports was signed between 
Turkey and Austria on July 12 and became effective on 
July 22. It is concluded for a period of a year, and may 
be renewed for further annual periods subject to two 
months’ notice of termination. 


Under the Agreement the Turkish Government agree to 
admit specified quantities of certain Austrian goods, includ- 
ing the following:—Wool and hair yarn; tissues of pure 
or mixed wool not specially mentioned in the Tariff (in- 
cluding knitted stuffs); cotton yarns and thread; un- 
bleached cotton tissues; certain woven or knitted cotton 
tissues; jute, ete.; yarn and tissues; rubber tyres and 
tubes; certain ironmongery; certain machinery and parts. 
Austria may also send certain quantities of some further 
goods to Turkey up to the amount of the imports into 
Austria of Turkish carpets, mohair, oil of roses and certain 
other goods. Austria. will not, however, participate in the 
general Turkish import quotas (see the notice in our 
“Customs Regulations and Tariff Changes ’’ Section). 


The Austrian Government will allow the import of all 
Turkish products without restriction up to an amount of 
about 33 million Turkish pounds. 


TURKEY—ROUMANIA 


PROLONGATION OF COMMERCIAL TREATY 


The Board of Trade are informed that the validity of the 
Treaty of Commerce, Navigation and Establishment between 
Turkey and Roumania, which was signed at Angora on 
June 11, 1929, has been extended for a period of six months 
as from July 17 last.

Note.—-This Notice supersedes the Notice bearing the 
same number, dated November, 1932, and shows the rate of 
quota payment and the requirements in force at the time of 
publication. 


QvuoTaA PAYMENTS IN RESPECT OF IMPORTED FLOUR AND PRE- 
Entry or FLtour ExportepD or SHIPPED AS STORES 


1. General.—Under the Wheat (Quota Payments) No. 1 
Order,* 1933, dated July 31, 1933, made by the Minister of 
Agriculture and Fisheries under the Wheat Act, 1932, a 
quota payment at the rate of 16-8 pence per hundredweight, 
i.e., 3s. 6d. per sack of 280 lb., must be made to the Wheat 
Commission in respect of all imported flour as defined in the 
Act entered for home consumption or home use during 
the period commencing on August 2, 1932. This applies 
to flour imported from the Channel Islands, Isle of Man 
or any part of the British Empire and to flour being re- 
turned to the United Kingdom after previous exportation. 
The address of the Wheat Commission is 10, Smith Square, 
London, S.W. 1. 


2. Definition of Flour.—Section 20 (1) of the Act defines 
‘flour ’’? as the products produced by the milling of wheat, 
and includes all such products except substances separated 
in the milling as wheat offals, and (subject to the provisions 
of subsection (2) of this section) where such products as 
aforesaid are mixed with other substances, whether or not 
produced by the milling of wheat and whether milled with 
the wheat or subsequently added, the mixture shall be 
deemed to be flour. 


‘Wheat Offals’? means the residual products which, in 


the process of milling wheat, are extracted therefrom as 


germ or for animal or poultry food. 


Subsection (2) of the Section referred to above is as 
follows :—- 


(2) Notwithstanding anything in the definition of 
flour contained in the last foregoing subsection— 


(a) Where any flour consists of a mixture contain- 
ing substances not produced by the milling of wheat, 
bve-laws of the Wheat Commission made in that be- 
half may direct that, as respects that mixture, those 
substances shall be deemed not to form part of the 
flour ; 


(>) If in any parcel containing substances produced 
by the milling of wheat the weight of those substances, 
other than wheat offals, does not exceed seven and a 
half per cent. of the weight of the parcel, the parcel 
shall be deemed not to contain flour.

Any reference to flour in this leaflet is to be read as a 
reference to flour as defined. 


3. To whom Quota Payment to be made.—The quota pay- 
ment is to be made to the Wheat Commission and not to an 
Officer of Customs and Excise. 


4. Prescrived Form of Receipt and Production and Sur- 
render to the Proper Officer of Customs and Excise.—The 
forms of receipt for Quota payments are prescribed in the 
Bye-laws of the Wheat Commission and the Schedules there- 
to, to which reference should be made. It will be necessary 
for the importer or his agent to insert in the space pro- 
vided on the forms of receipt particulars of the net weight 
of the flour, the total number of packages, the distinguish- 
ing marks, ete. After signature by the importer or his 
agent, the documents must be produced and surrendered to 
the proper officer of Customs and Excise at the place of 
importation at the time when the usual import entry for 
the flour for home use is presented. (As regards delivery 
of flour from bonded warehouse, see paragraph 6 below). 


5. Persons by whom Entries or Declarations on Forms of 
Receipt may be Signed.—The statement in the entry or 
declaration on the form of receipt must be signed by the 
actual importer, if an individual, or a clerk in his employ- 
ment duly authorised in writing. In the case of a private 
company or firm, the statement may be made by one of the 
partners or a clerk in their employment duly authorised in 
writing. .When the goods are imported by a limited company 
the statement may be signed by the managing director or 
secretary, without authorisation under the seal of the com- 
pany, or by any other officer of the company duly author- 
ised under the seal of the company. 


Signatures to statements will also be accepted from a firm 
carrying on business as shipping or forwarding agents to 
whom the importer has given the necessary authority in 
writing to act as agent for Customs purposes. This written

authority will be taken to apply also to the agent’s clerks or 
servants. 


Where the statement is signed by a clerk in the employ- 
ment of an importer or of an authorised firm and not by a 
person himself expressly authorised, the statement must 
bear the signatory’s full signature, viz.: ‘‘ A.B., clerk to 
X and Co.,’’ and not merely ‘‘ X and Co.,”’ or ‘‘ X and Co., 
p.p. A.B.’? The letters of authority referred to in this 
paragraph may be limited to a specific importation or be a 
general authority from an importer, firm or company for an 
employee or agent to act. 


Any letter of authority presented will be retained by the 
Customs and Excise Department. 


6. Warehousing of Flour and Delivery from Warehouse.— 
Flour may at the time of importation be deposited in a 
bonded warehouse approved for the purpose, and in such 
cases the quota payment receipt must be surrendered to the 
proper officer of Customs and Excise when the flour is re- 
moved from the warehouse for home consumption. 


7. Pre-entry of Flour, whether Home-milled or Imported, 
intended for Exportation as Merchandise or Shipment as 
Stores.—Section 6 of the Act requires that all such flour 
shall be pre-entered by the exporter or shipper before ex- 
portation or shipment, and failure to make such pre-entry 
renders the exporter or shipper liable to a penalty of £100 
and the flour liable to forfeiture. ° 





Pre-entry should be made on Shipping Bill No. 64 (Sale) 
or Shipping Bill No. 36 (Sale), in either case in duplicate, 
according to whether the flour is shipped as merchandise or 
as ships’ stores, except when flour is shipped as stores on 
H.M. ships, in which case Shipping Bill No. 101/102 (Sale) 
in duplicate should be used. 


The flour must be produced before shipment to the proper 
Officer of Customs and Excise for examination and, except 
in the case of flour shipped from a bonded warehouse, he will 
issue a certificate of shipment to the exporter or shipper on 
the duplicate of the shipping bill for the quantity of flour 
actually shipped.

MARKING OF CERTAIN GOODS WITH 
COUNTRY OF ORIGIN 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia reports, 
by telegraph, that new Regulations under the Commerce 
Act, which were issued on September 14 and which take 
effect in February, 1934, require the marking of the country 
of origin on all imported cotton towels and towelling, elec- 
trical goods including incandescent lamps, enamel hollow- 
ware for table and kitchen use, powder puffs, toys and piece- 
goods for manufacturing wearing apparel. The Regulations 
further provide that lamps of the general lighting service 
type must also be marked with the rate of wattage and vol- 
tage. The marking on piece-goods must occur at intervals 
of two yards or less throughout the length and at the end 
of the roll or piece.

PROTECTION TO THE IRON AND STEEL 
INDUSTRY: TARIFF BOARD ENQUIRY 


H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in India has forwarded 
to the Board of Trade a copy of the following Resolution, 
No. 260-T (8) /33, dated August 26, 1933, of the Government 
uf India in the Department of Commerce :— 

The protection afforded to certain manufactures of iron 
and steel by the Steel Industry (Protection) Act, 1927, as 
subsequently amended, will determine on the 3lst day of 
March, 1934. Clause 3 of that Act provides that the 
Governor-General-in-Council shall, not later than the 
31st day of March, 1934, cause to be made by such persons 
as he may appoint in this behalf, an enquiry as to the ex- 
tent, if any, to which it is necessary to continue the pro- 
tection of the steel industry in British India and as to the 
manner in which any protection found necessary should 
be conferred. The Government of India have decided that 
the prescribed Statutory Enquiry should be undertaken 
by the Tariff Board and the following terms of reference 
have been framed for its guidance : — 


(a) The Board is requested to re-examine the measures 
of protection now enjoyed by the steel industry 
under the Steel Industry (Protection) Act of 1927, 
as subsequently amended, the Wire and Wire 
Nail Industry (Protection) Act of 1932, and the 
Indian Tariff (Ottawa Trade Agreement) Amend- 
ment Act of.1932, and to report in respect of each 
protected article whether it is still necessary to 
continue protection and, if so, whether the exist- 
ing measure of protection should be increased or 
diminished or whether the manner in which pro- 
tection is conferred should be altered. 


(b) In dealing with the wire and wire nail industry, 
the Board will bear in mind the considerations set 
forth in paragraphs 3, 4 and 5 of its 1931 Report 
on the Wire and Wire Nail Industry and will con- 
sider whether the first of the conditions prescribed 
by the Indian Fiscal Commission in paragraph 97 
of its Report is now satisfied. 


(c) In making its recommendations the Tariff Board 
will take all relevant considerations into account, 
including that stated in part (6b) of the Resolu- 
tion adopted by the Legislative Assembly on the 
16th February, 1928. 


(d) The Board will also be at liberty to examine the 
claims for protection of industries making iron 
and steel products which do not come within the 
scope of the present Acts and to report whether, 
having regard to the principles laid down in para- 
graph 97 of the Report of the Indian Fiscal Com- 
mission, such claims should be admitted, and, if 
so, the nature and extent of the protection that 
should be given. 


2. Firms or persons interested in the iron and steel 
industry or industries dependent on the use of iron and 
steel, who desire that their views should be considered 
by the Tariff Board, should address their representations 
to the Secretary of the Board.* 


CANADA 


MARKING OF COUNTRY OF ORIGIN ON 
CERTAIN EMPTY CONTAINERS 

An Order-in-Council, dated August 31, provides that 
empty paper or paper board folding or set up boxes or 
cartons, and empty plain or corrugated fibre or fibre board 
boxes, for use as containers, imported into Canada, shall 
be marked, stamped, branded or labelled in legible English 
or French words, in a conspicuous place that shall not be 
covered or obscured by any subsequent attachments or 
arrangements, so as to indicate the country of origin. Such 
marking, stamping, branding or labelling is to be as nearly 
indelible and permanent as the nature of the goods will 
permit. 

The Order-in-Council is to be effective from and after 
November 1 next.

MILK 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore has forwarded 
to the Board of Trade a copy of a Notification No. 5404, 
published in the ‘‘ Federated Malay States Government 
Gazette ’’ of July 28, which notifies the deletion of Rule 
11 (vi) of the Specific Rules made under ‘‘ The Sale of Food 


and Drugs Enactment, 1932,” relating to the labelling of 
separated or skimmed milk and the substitution of the 


following :— 


‘“ 11 (vi) (a) The importation into the Federated Malay 
States of separated or skimmed milk, except in accordance 
with the provisions of a licence issued in that behalf 
by the Chief Secretary, is hereby prohibited.

The ‘‘ Jamaica Gazette Extraordinary ’’ dated July 19 
contains a copy of an Order made by the Governor in Privy 
Council on July 18 prohibiting the landing in Jamaica of 
fodder, litter or dung imported from any country other 
than Canada and the United States of America. 


KEDAH 


AMENDMENT OF PREFERENCE 
REGULATIONS 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore has forwarded to 
the Board of Trade a copy of a Notification No. 234, pub- 
lished in the ‘‘Kedah Government Gazette’’ of June 6, which 
cancels the provision under which tobacco was entitled to 
the Preferential rate of Customs duty if not less than 5 per 
cent. of its value was the result of labour within Great 
Britain, Ireland and the British Dominions within the 
meaning of the Statute of Westminster, 1931, the Colony of 
the Straits Settlements or any Malay State under British 
Protection. 


Accordingly, in order to qualify for entry at the Pre- 
ferential rate of duty at least 25 per cent. (i.e., the propor- 
tion required in respect of all other classes of manufactured 
goods) of the value of tobacco must be due to labour within 
any of the above-mentioned territories. 


KELANTAN 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Trade Commissioner at Singapore has forwarded to 
the Board of Trade a copy of a Notification No. 49, passed 
on July 11, which provides for the following amendments 
inthe Kelantan Customs Tariff, with effect from June 6 :— 


(a) The duty on petroleum (non-dangerous) has been 
increased from 10 cts. to 15 cts, per gallon from all 
SOUrCES ; 


(b) The duty on sugar of $4 per pikul from all sources 
has been changed to 5 cts. per lb. (Full duty) and 38 cts. 
per lb. (Preferential duty). A Customs Tariff prefer- 
ence has thus been granted on sugar for the first time. 


The Notification also provides for the cancellation of the 
Customs duties on matches and for the addition of matches, 
petrol lighters, flint and tinder lighters to the Schedule of 
prohibited imports.

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PALESTINE 
CUSTOMS DUTY EXEMPTIONS 


A Notice issued by the High Commissioner-in-Council, 
dated August 2, 1933, provides that the following goods shall 
be added to the list of goods exempt from payment of

Customs with a list of the articles to be imported; hay; 
tibben; bran; antiquities, provided that the Director of 
Customs is satisfied that they are not imported for the 
purpose of sale; silica (SiO,). 


SARAWAK 
PREFERENCE CONDITIONS 


The ‘‘ Sarawak Government Gazette ’’ of August 1 con- 
tains a Notification No. 434, which defines ‘‘ the British 
Empire,’ for the purpose of the application of the Prefer. 
ential Tariff as ‘‘ the United Kingdom of Great Britain

A Preferential duty of $10-50 per gallon has been fixed for 
brandy, if imported other than in bottles and of less than 
81 per cent. proof spirit. Such brandy of foreign origin is 
dutiable at $14 per gallon. The duties on milk of all kinds 
have been changed from 12} per cent. ad valorem (Full duty) 
and 24 per cent. ad valorem (Preferential duty) to $5 per

FRANCE 
QUOTA ON COTTON PIECE-GOODS 


It is announced by the Manchester Chamber of Commerce 
that the quota allowed to the United Kingdom in respect 
of the quarter ending September 30, 1933, has now been 
exhausted in so far as concerns the following tariff items : — 


Items No. 404 and Ex 436.—‘‘ Tissues of cotton, pure 
or mixed, the cotton predominating, plain, twilled, and 
drills, unbleached.’’ 


Items No. 405 and Ex 436.— Tissues of cotton, pure 
or mixed, the cotton predominating, plain, twilled, and 
drills, scoured or bleached.”’ 


The Chamber will accordingly now be unable to issue any 
fresh allotments or licences in respect of goods covered by 
these items until a further quota is announced by the French 
Government. If that announcement comes to pass in accord- 
ance with anticipations, exporters will be able to resume 
shipments to arrive in France on and after October 1, 1933. 


EXEMPTIONS FROM EXCHANGE 
COMPENSATION SURTAX 

The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of September 7 contains 
an Order dated September 6, exempting lobsters and crabs, 
preserved in their natural state, or prepared, from the 
payment of the ‘‘ Exchange Compensation ’’ surtax which 
is levied on goods from the United Kingdom and certain 
other countries, 


IMPORT DUTIES ON POTATOES 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of February 
2 (page 192), respecting the increase of the French Customs 
duties on potatoes and potato fecule, it should be noted 
that the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of September 15 con- 
tains a Decree, dated September 12, providing that these 
increased duties which were due to expire on October 1 of 
this year are to continue in force until October 1, 1934. 


ENFORCEMENT OF INCREASED DUTIES ON 
RESINS, SOAPS, ETC. 


With reference to the notice in the “ B.T.J.’’ of August 
17 (pages 242-3), respecting the increase of the French 
Customs duties on various goods, it should be noted that 
the French ‘‘ Journal Officiel’’ of September 3 announces 
the enforcement as from September 6 of the increased duties 
on certain of the goods referred to in that notice.

RENEWAL OF IMPORT QUOTAS: FISH

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quotas by different amounts and, in consequence, the re- 
sumption of imports from such countries has been postponed 
for varying periods to compensate for the excesses. In the 
case of the United Kingdom imports of fresh or frozen 
brill, bass, sturgeon, grey mullet, red mullet, sole, sur- 
mullet and turbot may not begin until November 21, but 
other fresh or frozen sea fish and dried, salted or smoked 
fish of all kinds are not affected, and the new quotas for 
these will accordingly commence on October 1. 


The above dates have been fized according to trade 
statistics up to August 31, and may be modified later in 
accordance with the statistics for the period August 31 to 
October 1, when recetwed. 


ICELAND 


CUSTOMS DUTIES 


H.M. Consul at Reykjavik has forwarded translation of 
a law amending the temporary ad valorem duties passed 
by the Icelandic Parliament on May 29, 1933. In accord- 
ance with this law the duty on various articles has been 
raised from 30 per cent. to 50 per cent., on others from 
15 per cent. to 30 per cent., whilst various goods which have 
formerly been free of ad valorem duty are now subject to an 
ad valorem duty of 15 per cent. 


The articles affected are as follows: — 


Duty raised from 30 per cent. to 50 per cent. ad 
valorem :— 

Face powder, face cream, perfumed cream and other 
cosmetic articles. Fireworks and material for same, 
Christmas trees, toys, balls and ornaments for Christ- 
mas trees. Live flowers, furskins, fur-goods. Paint- 
ings, pictures and picture books. Ornamental 
feathers. Fancy articles and statuettes of marble, 
plaster, stone, etc. Playing cards. Articles of gold, 
silver, electro-plate. Dried plants, flowers and 
flower-wreaths. 


Duty raised from 15 per cent. to 30 per cent. ad 
valorem :— 

Jelly and jam; preserved fruit; sausages; egg- 
power. Carpets, all kinds. Gramophones and acces- 
sorios; gramophone records. Furniture. Biscuits 
and cakes. Liquorice. Tombstones. Motor-cycles. 
Photographic machines and parts thereof. Picture 
frames. 


Formerly free of ad valorem duty, now subject to duty 
of 15 per cent. ad valorem :— 

Soft soap (green and crystal); soap flakes and soap 
powder. Tin boxes. Brushes and brooms. Eggs, 
buns and rusks, hard bread (ship-bread and rye- 
biscuits), potatoes, margarine, tinned milk, lard. 
Hand-carts, horse-carts. Musical instruments, all 
kinds. Doors, windows and window frames and other 
ready-made wooden articles for houses. Whale pro- 
ducts. Creoline. Picture moulding Oilclothes of 
other stuff than silk. Calculating, typewriting and 
other office machines. Rowing boats, perambulators. 
Footwear of skin and felt; canvas shoes with leather 
soles. Knitted woollen ware; knitting yarn. Cart- 
grease. 


All exemptions from ad valorem duty which have hither- 
to been granted, with the exception of raw material, 
machines and implements which are solely used for local 
manufacture, are hereby annulled. 


The increased ad valorem duties came into operation as 
from the date of the passing of the law and will remain in 
force until the end of 1934. 


It should be noted that these ad valorem duties are in 
addition to the specific duties formerly ruling, which remain 
unchanged. 


MEXICO 
CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


H.M. Consul-Genera! at Mexico City has forwarded par- 
ticulars of various recent Decrees making certain alterations 
to the Mexican Import Tariff. Among other changes, the

NETHERLANDS 


[IMPORT RESTRICTION ON CERTAIN WIRE 
AND WIRE PRODUCTS 

The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at The 
Hague has forwarded particulars of a Royal Decree (No. 32 
of September 9), which restricts the importation of certain 
wire and wire products into the Netherlands during the 
period September 1-November 30, 1933, in the manner indi- 
cated below :— 


Wire nails and staples—5O per cent. of the average 
quantity imported per three months of the basis 
years 1931 and 1932. 


Drawn iron wire, polished or annealed, wound or other- 
wise covered, or coated with base metals—80 per 
cent. of the average quantity imported per three 
months of the basis years 1931 and 1932. 


Barbed wire—100 per cent. of the average quantity im- 
ported per three months of the basis years 1931 and 
1932. 


Certificates of Origin are required in respect of all con- 
signments of the above-mentioned goods other than parcel 
post consignments not destined for the trade. This require- 
ment is, however, waived as regards consignments 
despatched prior to September 20. 


PANAMA 
CUSTOMS DUTY ON PETROL 


H.M. Representative at Panama has forwarded par- 
ticulars of a Decree (No. 129 of 1933), dated August 17, 
published in the ‘‘ Gaceta Oficiel ’’’ of August 18, and effec- 
tive on December 1, modifying the duty on petrol (gasoline) 
imported into Panama. Petrol which is to be used without 
adulteration will be taxed at the rate of 16 cents per gallon 
(of 16-6 Imperial ounces), but if adulterated by the 
admixture of from 24 per cent. to 74 per cent. of native de- 
hydrated alcohol it will pay only 8 cents per gallon. 


POLAND 


REDUCED IMPORT DUTIES ON CERTAIN 
PAPER WITHDRAWN 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
has forwarded particulars of an Order (dated August 23 
and effective as from September 4) which withdraws the 
specially reduced Polish import duties on certain classes of 
paper provided for by an Order of June 21, 1932 (see the 
‘ B.T.J.”’ of July 28, 1932, page 134). Reduced duty per- 
mits already issued will remain valid up to and including 
September 30, 1933. 


The classes of paper in respect of which the reduced duty 

regime is thus withdrawn are:— 

Wrapping paper, weighing more than 28 grammes per 
square metre, in sheets or rolls [Tariff No. 177 (4)]. 

Newsprint, with a wood-pulp content of not less than 60 
per cent., weighing from 45 to 55 grammes per square 
metre, not satined, not coloured, not sized (or only 
slightly sized) [Tariff No. 177 (5)]. 

Paper, of kinds not specially mentioned in the Tariff, in 
sheets or rolls, white (even simply ruled in blue or 
grey), without ornaments or watermarks, weighing 
over 28 grammes per square metre, with a wood pulp 
content exceeding 30 per cent. [Tariff No. 177 (6) (a)]. 
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TURKEY 
IMPORT QUOTA RESTRICTIONS 


The Commercial Secretary at Istanbul has forwarded par- 
ticulars of Decree No. 14,859, dated August 20, fixing the 
Turkish import quotas for October, 1933, to March, 1934, in- 
clusive. The restrictions are on the same general lines as those 
for the previous period. The list of goods which may be 
admitted into Turkey without restriction (List A) has been 
considerably extended, but the majority of the additions 
are merely transfers from List F (goods which may be 
admitted in excess of the quotas with the approval of the 
Minister of Health), and List V (goods for which a licence 
must be obtained from the competent Ministry before 
they are ordered). 

The system of dividing the quotas according to the 
countries of supply has been maintained in the case of the 
goods to which it applied during the previous six months 
(exce pt plain iron wares, not polished nor painted) and has 
also been extended to unspecified woollen tissues weighing 
up to 200 gm. per sq. metre, woollen tissues with cotton 
warp weighing from 201 to 600 gm. per sq. metre, certain 
men’s hats, rayon yarns, lemons, dry tanning extracts, 
certain paper, cotton thread, bleached cotton mulls, 
cambrics, etc., cotton velvets, linen, etc., twine up to 
§ mm. diameter, rubber sports shoes and goloshes, certain 
pottery, certain window glass, incandescent lamps, iron 
screws, certain cutlery, plain locksmiths’ wares, certain 
insulated copper wire, and telegraphic and _ telephonic 
apparatus. The quotas for these goods have been fixed for 
the period October to December only, and the quotas for 
the subsequent three months are to be fixed by a Decree 
tobe promulgated on November 20. 

Goods covered by the general quota list and those the 
quotas for which are divided among countries of supply 
may be imported in excess of the quotas provided their 
value in Turkish currency is deposited at the Central Bank 
before the goods are cleared and the corresponding ex- 
change is not used for six months. The quantities admitted 
in this way must not exceed the quotas for October to 
December in the case of goods the quotas for which are 
divided among countries of supply, or double the quotas 
for the half year in the case of other goods. 

Installations, machines, and building materials for the 
establishment or extension of industrial enterprises or mines 
may be admitted outside the quotas under licence from the 
Minister of Economy, as also may goods to be distributed 
free as advertisements. 

We give below particulars of the quotas on certain goods 
of interest to United Kingdom trade, and any further par- 
ticulars desired may be obtained from the Department of 
Overseas Trade, 35, Old Queen Street, London, 8S.W. 1.
